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Part I1T—POPULATION AND VITAL. 


SUMMARY OF CONTENTS. 


POPULATION. 


State—During the year ended December 31st, 1924, the population of the State increased by 
13,753 (2-62 per cent.), the sources of increase being 6,722 (1-23 per cent.) by excess of births over deaths, 
and 7,033 (1-34 per cent.) by net immigration, bringing the population to 538,505 persons (273,701 males 
and 264,805 females). On the 20th June, 1925, the population was estimated to be 543,122. 

Decennial Increase (1915-1924). The total increase for the 10 years ended December 31st, 1924, was 
90,610 (20:23 per cent.)—by natural increase, 68,180 (15-22 per cent.) ; and by net immigration, 22,430 
(5-01 per cent.). 


Adelaide and Suburbs —The area within a radius of approximately 10 miles of the General Post Office 
is known as the Metropolitan area, and it is estimated that 289,914 persons, or 53-4 per cent. of the popula- 
tion of the State were located within this area at the end of the year 1924. 


Chief Cities and Towns.—The population in all cities and corporate towns is estimated annually, also 
for the district councils within the metropolitan area. For particulars of each locality see Return No. 14. 


CENSUS, APRIL 41x, 1921. 


During the intercensal period the population is estimated annually from records of births and deaths 
and migration returns. On the results of the 1921 census being known, the estimates were adjusted 
accordingly for each year since the previous census (1911), which will account for any differences in the 
decennial figures now appearing and those published during the intercensal period. 


The population of the State as a result of the census on April 4th, 1921, was found to be 495,160, an 
increase in 10 years of 86,602 (21:20 per cent.). The previous census period only showed an increase of 
14-01 per cent. The mainly rural centres of the State show an increase of 15,361 (8-55 per cent.), but this 
is very unsatisfactory in comparison with the increase of 70,886 (31-35 per cent.) in the metropolitan area 
and country corporate towns combined. Further, whilst the latter in percentage to the total population 
of the State shows an increase in the 10 years from 55-35 per cent. to 59-98 per cent., the mainly rural centres 
show a decrease from 43-98 per cent. to 39-39 per cent.

RURAL POPULATION.—For comparison with the 39-39 per cent. mainly rural population of this 
State the percentage of population of the rural centres in the following countries is noted :—England and 
Wales (1921), 20-7 per cent. ; Canada (1911), 54-4 per cent. ; United States (1920), 51-4 per cent.; Common- 
wealth of Australia (1921), 37-47 per cent.; New South Wales (1921), 31-64 per cent. ; Victoria (1921), 
37-33 per cent. ; Queensland (1921), 47-58 per cent. ; Tasmania (1921), 52-22 per cent. ; Western Australia 
(1921), 39-06 per cent. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT AREAS.—The census showed that 476,052 out of a population of 495,160 
were located within municipal areas. The cities and corporate towns accounted for 212,877, an increase 
of 37,185 (21-16 per cent.) in the 10 years. The district council areas recorded 263,175, an increase of 44,956 
(20-60 per cent.). 

See Return No. 13 for new corporations and district councils proclaimed, alterations in boundaries 
and names, during the intercensal period. 


COUNTY AND DIVISIONAL AREAS.—From census details for collectors’ districts and plan, 
obtained from the Commonwealth Census Bureau and the Electoral Department it was found possible 
to compile in this office a very reliable estimate of the census population in each of the counties of the States 


No. 3. 
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thus preserving a valuable comparison with previous State census records. Full details appear in Return 
No. 11. From these it is noted that the counties embraced in the Central Division accounted for 345,925 
(274,944) persons, an increase of 70,981, or 25-82 per cent. County Adelaide absorbed 68,906 of this 
increase ; county Hindmarsh, 1,288; and county Sturt, 1,879. Dwellings numbered 75,446 (56,876), the 
jnmates averaging 4-59 (4-83) per dwelling. 

The Murray Mallee Division shows substantial development, the population now being 23,677 (13,638) 
persons, increase 10,039. or 73-61 per cent. The greatest increases were in counties Hamley, 4,455 ; Albert, 
2,154; and Alfred, 1,850. The inmates per dwelling averaged 4-48 (4-52) persons—not quite so high as 
in the Central Division. 

The Western Division also shows fair progress—Population, 16,216 (13,389), increase 2,827, or 21-11 
per cent. Counties York, Manchester, Buxton, and Le Hunte show the greatest increase, the two former 
on account of development of the Iron Knob quarries and Port Whyalla. Average inmates per dwellin, 
4-45 (4-83). 

The Lower North Division shows an increase of only 715, or 1-24 per cent., the population being 58,426 
(57,711). The inmates per dwelling averaged 4-54 (4-88). A numerical loss in population is recorded in 
counties Burra (30), Daly (707), Kimberley (161), with a small increase in Stanley (600) and Victoria (1,013) 


The Upper North Division shows a numerical loss of 564, or —2-65 per cent., the total population being 
20,733 (21,297). The inmates per dwelling averaged 4-67 (4-94). County Frome has an increase of 1,197, 
due entirely to 1,257 increase in the corporations of Port Augusta and Davenport, the effect mainly of the 
opening of the Kast-West railway. ; 

The South-Eastern Division —The population in this division only increased by 1,898, or 9-08 per cent., 
‘the total being 22,801 (20,903). 

Outside of County Division.—The number of settlers in the pastoral country outside of counties numbered 
4,467 (3,937), increase 530 (13-46 per cent.). The pastoral holdings increased from 147 to 170, and the 
area of leases from 81,321,515 acres to 92,715,195 acres. 

ABORIGINES.—The number of full-blooded aborigines actually enumerated in this State at time of 
census was 876 males, 733 females—1,609 total. Probably there are many more living in a wild state 
beyond the reach of civilization. 

DWELLINGS.— 

Summary.—The° census recorded 108,000 (84,179) occupied dwelling-houses, inclusive of tenements, 
in the State, with inmates averaging 4-56 (4-82) per dwelling. The metropolitan area recorded 55,611 
(38,742) Gwellings with inmates averaging 4-59 (4-89). The fall in the average number of inmates of 
each dwelling is probably mainly due to the increase in tenements and flats during the 10 years. 


Nature of Occupied Dwellings-—During the decennial period private houses increased from 80,990 to 
100,356 or by 23°91 per cent., tenements and flats from 1,113 to 3,939 or by 252°3 per cent., and boarding 
houses from 945 to 1,994 or by 111 per cent. Over 80 per cent. of the tenements and flats and 66 per 
cent. of the boarding houses were in the Metropolitan Area. 


Material of Outer Walls——Of the 104,295 occupied private houses, tenements, and flats, 80,367 or 
over 77 per cent. had outer walls of stone or brick, being a much higher percentage than in any other 
State. lor the whole of the Commonwealth, there were less than 35 per cent. Wooden houses repre- 
sented only 8,209 or 7°90 per cent., against 55°79 per cent. for the whole of the Commonwealth. There 
were also 7,682 of iron, 3,206 of concrete, and 2,354 of calico, canvas, hessian, &c. 


Material of Roof—96,759 or 93 per cent. of the dwellings were roofed with iron, 1,460 with slate, 
and 1,749 with tiles. 

Mode of Occupancy.—b59°33 per cent. (52°69 per cent.) were occupied by owners or prospective owners 
by rent purchase, and 40°67 per cent. (47°31 per cent.) by tenants. The number of occupier owners in- 
creased during the 10 years from 37,387 to 42,202 or by 12°88 per cent., while the number purcha ing by 
instalments increased from 4,294 to 15,510 or by 261°20 per cent., and tenants only increased from 3,7341 
to 39,557 or by 5°63 per cent. 

BLINDNESS AND DEAF-MUTISM.—The number of totally blind persons decreased from 358 in 
1911 to 333 in 1921 (males 191, females 142), while the deaf and dumb decreased from 246 to 223 (males 
111, females 112.) 

CONJUGAL CONDITION.—The number of married persons increased from 138,487 (33-9 per cent. 
of the total population) to 188,798 (38-13 per cent), and widowed from 17,961 (4-4 per cent.) to 21,919 
(4:43 per cent.). The never married decreased in percentage though numbers increased from 251,672 
(61-6 per cent.) to 282,937 (57-14 per cent). For several intercensal periods the proportion of married and 
widowed has been increasing and the unmarried decreasing. . Of the male population in 1921, there were 
married 37-97 per cent., widowed 2-68 per cent., and unmarried 58-98 per cent., and female—married 38-29 
per cent., widowed 6-18 per cent., unmarried 55-29 per cent. Divorced persons increased from 155 to 384. 

AGES.—The number of adults increased from 228,369 (56-2 per cent.) to 287,870 (58-3 per cent.). 
There were 3,209 people 80 years of age and over, compared with 2,659 at the previous census. Five 
reported as heing over 100 years old. 

BIRTHPLACES.—The Australian-born population increased from 350,261 (85-7 per cent.) to 436,992 
(88-2 per cent.) ; persons born in the British Isles only increased from 44,744 to 46,324, and of this increase 
of 1,580, 1,541 were females, being no doubt principally the British brides of Australian soldiers. Persons 
born in Germany decreased from 4,977 to 3,194, and those in China increased from 242 to 254. 

NATIONALITY (¢.¢., ALLEGIANCE)—Only 2,295, or 4-6 per cent. of the population of 495,160 
were definitely stated to be of foreign nationality, 492,644 being British subjects and 221 unspecified. 

OCCUPATION.—During the intercensal period, the proportion of the population engaged as primary 
producers decreased from 12 per cent. to 9-60 per cent., and domestics from 4-28 per cent. to 3-97 per cent., 
while the professional class increased from 2-74 per cent. to 3-21 per cent. The other classes—Commetcial, 
Transport and Communication, and Industrial remain in practically the same proportion as 10 years ago. 
The total number of breadwinners decreased from 42-78 per cent. to 41-44 per cent., but prior to 1911 the 
proportion had been increasing.

GRADE OF EMPLOYMENT.—The proportion of the population who were employers in 1921 
compared with 1911 was 2-71 (5-16) per cent. ; working on own account, 6-36 (3-63) per cent. ; receiving 
wages or salary, 27-50 (29-30) per cent. ; and unemployed, 2-14 (0-81) per cent. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


New Dwelling Houses (Return No, 22).—Every corporation and district council supplies the department 
with particulars of the number of dwelling houses built each year. For the year 1924 these totalled 2,984. 
(2,574) for the metropolitan area and 3,598 (3,213) for the whole State. . 

For the 10 years 22,310 were built, 7,355 during the five years 1918-1919, and 22,310 during the five 
years 1920-1924, the localities indicating greatest activity for the 10 years being (numbers for 1924 in 
parentheses)—City of Unley, 2,607 (406) ; District Council of Woodville, 1,989 (472) ; District Council of 
Burnside, 1,860 (253); District Council of Prospect, 1,853 (261); District Council of West Torrens, 
1,611 (2.0); District Council of Mitcham, 1,434 (260); City of Port Adelaide, 1,077 (200). 

Expenditure.—The total reported expenditure on new dwelling houses, including shops, &c., and 
additions, for 1924 amounted to £3,712,163 (£3,441,426), metropolitan area, and £4,247,479 (£4,094,449) for 
the State, the aggregate for the last nine years being £17,498,203 metropolitan area and £20,669,106 for 
the State. : 


ASSISTED IMMIGRATION. 


In 1921, 581 (340 males, 261 females) nominated or selected immigrants arrived ; 1922, 1,530 (1,059 
males, 480 females); 1923, 1,712 (1,154 males, 558 females), and 1924, 13°5 (777 males, 593 females), 
581 British farm lads being included in 1922, 599 in 1923, and 2/0 in 1924. Taking the full period 
-of 4 years the principal occupations with numbers were—Agricultural, pastoral, &c., 1,746 males ; engineers, 
metal workers, &c., 280 males ; workers in wood, 129 males ; domestics, 498 females. 


NATURALIZATION. 


During the year 1924, 75 (63) aliens were naturalized, the chief nationalities being—Germans, 31 
(30); Syrians, 5 (10); Swedes 5 (5), and Italians 10 (4). 


FEDERAL AND STATE ELECTIONS. 


Federal_—The last election was held on December 16th, 1922; 277,916 electors were on the rolls, of 
whom 147,912 voted, equal to 53-22 per cent. (males 60-99 per cent., females 45-60 per cent.). For the 
Senate, 13,699 (9-26 per cent.) of the votes were informal, and for Representatives 9,911 (6-70 per cent). 


State.—Last general election, April 5th, 1924. On Legislative Council roll, 89,447 ; contested districts 
74,768, of whom 47,118 (63-02 per cent.) voted, 707 (1:50 per cent.) being informal. On House of Assembly 
rolls, 289,843 ; contested districts, 256,993, of whom 161,165 (62-71 per cent.) voted, of which 1,774 (1-10 
per cent.) were informal.

PARKS AND RESERVES. 


The cities and corporate towns within the metropolitan area have a large number of public parks, 
ovals, and recreation reserves, the area of which in 1924 totalled 2,637 acres, 2,254 acres of this being within 
the City of Adelaide, 194 acres City of Port Adelaide, and 47 acres City of Unley. The metropolitan district 
councils have 3,939 acres, including the National Park (2,000 acres) in district council of Mitcham and the 
Morialta Falls (525 acres) in District Council of Hast Torrens, giving a total in the metropolitan area of 
6,576 acres. 

The country corporations also have many parks and reserves, the area amounting to 3,827 acres, the 
chief being Kadina, 660 acres ; Wallaroo, 841 acres ; Port Pirie, 252 acres ; Quorn, 347 acres ; Jamestown, 
272 acres; and Gladstone, 191 acres. 


VITAL STATISTICS. 


Births and Deaths show numerical decreases for the year 1924 in, comparison with 1923, and 
marriages show an increase. The numbers were—Births, 11,592 (11,692), decrease 100; deaths, 4,870 
(4.951), decrease 91; marriages, 4,121 (4,099), increase 22. Comparing the records of the last 10 years 
in two quinquennial periods, births for the last period show a decrease numerically, and in rate per 1,000 
of the mean population, marriages an increase numerically and in rate, and deaths an increase numerically 
with a slight fall in the rate. The numbers of and rates per 1,000 of mean population for the two five- 
year periods 1915-19 and 1920-24 being—Births, 57,398 (25:5), 59,2-7 (23-4) ; deaths, 24,001 (10-7), 24,504 
(9:7) ; marriages, 17,864(7°9), 21,627 (8°5). 

Injantile Deaths.—For many years South Australia in common with the other States of the Common- 
wealth and New Zealand has had a very low mortality rate for infants under 1 year compared with all other 
countries. The mean rates per 1,000 children born for the quinquennial periods ending 1900, 1905, 1910, 
1915, and 1920 were respectively 112-0, 86-6, 68-4, 67-4, and 62-1., and falling to 51:4 for the year 1924. 
Even with the comparatively low rates of the later periods quoted, the loss to the State is considerable. 
For the 10 years ended 1924, 7,025 infants died under 1 year of age, and 9,451 children before reaching 
5 years of age. In other words, the State has lost by death during the last 10 years approximately one 
baby in every 17 born before reaching 1 year of age, with a further heavy loss before the age of 5 years was 
reached. For the last seven years, out of the 4,751 infants dying before reaching the age of 1 year, 2,375, 
or one half, are recorded as dying within one month of birth. A further study shows that 1,673, or a little 
more than one third of the under 1 year total died within the first week of birth. These facts indicate 
the necessity to concentrate our remedial measures on the period immediately preceding and after birth. 
Particulars of the causes of infant deaths are given for each year from 1915 to 1924 in returns No. 50, 51.

Section I—IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


(The details from which this section has been compiled were supplied by the Collector of Customs, 
Port Adelaide). 


SUMMARY REPORT ON RETURNS. 


The values given herein of goods imported from countries beyond the Commonwealth represent the 
amount on which duty is payable, or would be payable if duty were ad valorem. The value of goods subject 
to duty is taken to be the fair market value in the principal markets of the country whence the same were 
exported, with an addition of 10 per cent. to such value to cover insurance, freight, and other charges to 
place of landing. The value of gocds exported is in general the value in the principal market of the State 
in the ordinary commercial acceptation of the term. 

All figures in parenthesis are those for the previous year, inserted for comparative purposes. 


Total Trade Values.—The grand total value of trade for the year was £3,604,109 greater than the 
previous year, the respective totals being £33,195,354 (£29,591,245), equal to £61 12s. 11d. (£57 3s. 9d.) 
per capita. The year’s total trade is a record one, exceeding the previous highest by £3,143,724. 

Imports totalled £13,970,327 (£12,700,321), averaging £25 18s. 10d. (£24 10s. 11d.) per capita—the 
total being £1,270,006 greater than the previous year, which up to that time was the record. 

Exports totalled £19,225,027 (£16,890,924), averaging £35 14s. (£32 12s. 10d.) per capita—the total 
increase being £2,334,103. The year’s exports were considerably higher than any previous year with the 
exception of the year 1919-20, £20,530,355, which was heavily influenced by the shipment of accumulated 
wheat stocks’ as a result of the war. 

Balance of Trade—The exports exceeded the imports by the substantial total of £5,254,700. The 
excesses for the two previous years respectively were £4,190,613 and £2,739,796. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 


The proportions to the grand total of imports from the United Kingdom, other British Possessions, 
and foreign countries varied but slightly from those of the year 1923-24, though greater in volume. The 
proportions to the grand total of the State’s exports to the United Kingdom and other British Possessions 
were greater in volume and percentage, and to foreign countries less in percentage and volume than the 
year 1923-24, the totals and percentages of both imports and exports being—

For the year 1924-25 the net revenue was £3,631,597—obtained from Customs duties, £2,615,938; 
-excise duties, £1,009,209 ; and other, £6,450. Thirty-four per cent. of the total revenue was derived from 
Class 1.—Ale, Spirits, and Beverages, and Class 11.—Tobacco, viz., £1,244,410.

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PRELIMINARY BULLETINS. 


All the main items of this report in :brief summaries, have been issued in the form of bulletins 
and circulated within and beyond the State as the compilation of each section was completed. Forecasts 
of crops were also made from time to time before the final results were known. 


METHOD OF COLLECTION OF DATA. 


All the necessary collecting forms and books were printed by the Statistical Department and, with 
guiding maps for each of the statistical districts, were parcelled and despatched through the Divisional 
Police Inspectors to each of the police officers appointed for the work. 


CHANGE OF COLLECTING DATE. 


From and including the seasons 1916-17 to 1923-24 the collection of the agricultural, pastoral, 
dairying, and miscellaneous production statistics was not commenced until the months of July and August, 
when the livestock were numbered as at or about June 30th of each year. The disabilities of so late a 
collection proved to be many, the two chief being—the inconvenience to the collector of the usually wet 
and cold weather prevailing in July and August and the lateness of the completion of the final seasonal 
results by this office. In order, therefore, that the police collectors might visit the farm holdings when 
weather conditions are usually most favorable, the period of collection was changed to the month 
of February and onwards. Consequent on the change the flocks and herds of the State are now numbered 
as at or about December 31st of each year instead of June 30th. The change does not effect 
the cereal or hay crops, nor even the late fruit crops, for in mainly fruit districts the collection 
is delayed until the fruit results are available, and in mixed cereal and fruit districts collecting cards 
for fruit production are used. In the case of sheep, the winter lambing is now specially estimated, 
which enables a fair estimate of the sheep flocks to be calculated as at June 30th when required. 

When the general collection was made late in the year, the actual area sown for the coming season 
was recorded, and also, at the same time, the winter lambing. The earlier collection now makes this 
impossible, and other methods of obtaining the mformation have had to he adopted which, whilst 
necessarily not so accurate, will be reasonably reliable. 


STATISTICAL DIVISIONS. 

The State covers an area of 380,070 square miles or 243,244,800 acres. There are48 proclaimed counties, 
covering 84,656 square miles or 54,179,840 acres. These counties have been divided into six statistical 
divisions, known as No, I. Central, No. II. Lower North, No, III. Upper North, No, IV. South-Eastern, 
No. V. Western, and No. VI. Murray Mallee. The 295,414 square miles outside of counties. have been 
divided into four divisions, known as Northern, North-Eastern, North-Western, and Western, which 
are devoted to the pastoral industry. There are 154 district councils within the county divisions, 
covering an area of 30,535,351 acres, and the results of production are shown in detail, in Section IT. of 
Production, for each hundred, district council, county, and division of the State. The following is a brief

II —Lower Norra.

Area.—Of the 41,767,138 acres in. use, ‘either for cultivation or grazing, within counties, 14,470,638 
acres were privately owned or held under agreements to purchase from the Crown and 27,296,500 acres 
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leased. Of the privately owned land 13,417,000 acres were occupied by the owners, 1,053,637 acres by 
private tenants. The area occupied by owners is inclusive of the land held under agreements to purchase 
from the Crown. 

Distribution.—Of the area occupied, 3,557,284 acres were under crops of cereals, fruits, and market 
garden produce; 1,787,526 acres were lying in fallow ; 64,212 acres were under artificially sown grasses ; 
and 179,066 acres were cleared for ploughing and 12,714 acres for pasture. The balance would mainly 


be used for grazing. 
In addition, returns were received from pastoral holdings beyond the counties, which covered an area

It will be noticed from the foregoing statement that the rainfall during the year 1924 was below 
the average total for the year over the agricultural districts of the State being 15-26 in., or 0:83 in. 
lower than the mean of the last 20 years. It is only the rainfall during the eight months, April 
to November, which has any appreciable effect on the cereal and hay crops, and during this period for last 
year there fell 11°89 in., or 1:38 in. lower than the mean. The exceptionally dry winter period (May 
to July) was counter-balanced by good late rains from September to November, which ensured a good 


average crop.

Each producer is annually called upon to estimate the value of all his plant and machinery, due 
allowance being made for depreciation. From the information received in this way it has, been possible 
to arrive at a. fairly accurate estimate of the value of capital invested.

mainly in: pastoral pursuits, £495,588 (£445,283). Travelling machinery, such as threshing-machines and 
chaffcutters, £8,330 (£8,560). 

Tractors and Engines on Farms.—Returns received indicate that there were 882 tractors in use on 
farms aggregating 19,335 horsepower and averaging 21,92 horsepower. per tractor, and 9,741 engines 
aggregating 60,307 horsepower and averaging 6.19 horsepower per en ine.

The collectors were again instructed to make careful inquiry as to the persons regularly employed: on 
farms. In the count the proprietor, manager, and all regular hands were, included, and.as many, of the 
family as were mainly employed in outdoor farm work, but temporary hands engaged shearing, &c. 
domestic servants, and cooks, were not included. ..In:the case of mixed farming, where a person may be 
engaged in several’ branches of farm work, he has been counted under the principal one engaging his 
time. The returns show that 41,401 persons, 37,893 males and 3,508 females, were deriving constant 
employment on the land—general farming, 24,006; orchards, vineyards, and market gardens, 6,458 ; 
dairying, 4,861 ; and pastoral, 6,076. 

FERTILISERS. 

In 1900-01 the area of cropped land manured was only 27-35 per cent. of the total area under crop; ‘: 
while the records of the last 10:seasons show that 78} per cent. to 87} per.cent. of the area cropped is now, , 
artificially manured. This, with greater cultivation of the seed beds, has led to a substantial improvement 
in the average yield per acre notwithstanding several very dry seasons. The relation of manure used in’ 
its effect on the wheat yield is seen in the rising curves for both in the graphs appearing ‘on page: 12.

In the graphs appearing on page 12 of this report a curve will be found indicating the growth in the use 
of manures from the year 1900 to date. . 

Top-dressed Pasture Land.—During the last few seasons the top- -dressed pasture land and the 
growth of subterranean clover and.other grasses has increased considerably, and the results have been highly 
commended. For the first time particulars of this activity were collected. It was ascertained that 67,124 

acres had been top-dressed with 4,080 tons of artificial manures. The area treated in the various divisions 
 was'as follows :——Central, 33,843 acres ;° Lower’ North, ‘4,985 aeres ; Upper North, 728 acres ; South-Eastern, 
24,034 acres ; Western, 2,622 ac res ; Murray Mallee, 912, acres. 


ACREAGE. UNDER “CULTIVATION. 


The total area cultivated for the season 1924-25 was equal to 10-04 acres per idhiabitant, the totals Leing 
5,409,142 (5,457,592) acres, a decrease on the previous season of 48,450 acres, The area cultivated during 
the last 10 seasons has increased by 796,868 acres, or 17-27 per! cent. The cultivated area ‘includes area 
cropped 3,557,404 acres, under permanent grasses €4,212 acres, and the area placed in fallow 1,787,526 acres, 
From 681 acres 1,318cewts. of clover seed was harvested, being valued at £19,375. 

Grain Areas.—The wheat area harvested for grain for 1924-25 was 2,499,852 (2,418,415) acres, which 
is the greatest since 1916-17, and is 229,837 acres greater than the mean of the previous five years. The 
barley area harvested ‘for grain. w: as 166,432 (184,286) acres... The oaten grain area was 155,214 (176,299) 
acres. Peas and heans recorded a sutstantial increase in area, the total being 9,498 (4,810) acres. 

Hay Areas.—Wheaten hay 304,183 (381,962) acres, oaten hay 246,825 (234,899) acres, ‘were the two 
chief kinds. Including lucerne and all other, the total area cut for hay was 562,253 (631,2 67) acres, The 
mean for the previous five years was 586,012 acres. a 
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Green Forage.—73,023 (55,282) acres. Under this heading is included all wheat and other crops which 
were reported as fed off by stock as well as all green crops specially grown and cut for green fodder 
Orchards and Vineyards.—-The orchards covered 33,319 acres in 1924-25, and the vineyards 50,280 acres.

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Explanation of Graph.—The base of each small rectangle represents one year, and the vertical height of 
each small rectangle represents 300,000 acres for area cultivated, all crops, wheat for all purposes, and wheat 
for grain ; 100,000.acres for area in fallow ; and 200,000 acres for wheat for all purposes in divisions. 

The above graphs give a comprehensive and clear view of the acreage cultivated during the last 25 
seasons for the whole State, and of the acreage sown with wheat for all purposes in each division of the State.

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Area in Fallow.—The total area annually placed in fallow has not varied greatly during the last five 
seasons, thor gh it has doubled during the last twenty-tive years, as will be seen by the curve in the 
above graph. The acreage fallowed in 1924-25 for the season 1925-26 was 1,787,526 acres, a decrease of 
76,715 acres on the previous season. 


Benefits oj Fallowing.—For the purpose of definitely noting the advantages or otherwise of cropping on 
fallowed land, farmers were requested to separate the results when furnishing their wheat returns, from 
which it is ascertained that 24,645,303bush., averaging 14-75bush. per acre were reaped from crops sown in 
fallowed land, and 5,883,322bush., averaging only 7-09bush. per acre from crops sown on unfallowed land. 


The following is a summary of the wheat averages per acre for the full crop and the proportions from 
fallowed and unfallowed land, together with the areas sown in the several divisions of the State :—

One-third of the crops sown were on unfallowed land and averaged less than half the yield per acre 
than the crops on fallowed land, and thus considerably reduced the general average for the State. 


It will be seen that the area sown on unfallowed land was greater than that on fallowed land in Loth 
the Western and Murray Mallee Divisions but much less in all the other divisions. 


PRODUCTION—CEREAL, HAY, AND FODDER CROPS. 


Satisfactory crops of wheat, barley, oats, peas, and hay were harvested for the year 1924-25. The 
wheat crop of 30,528,625 (34,551,955) bush., averaging 12-21 (14°29) Lush. per acre, whilst considerably 
less than the previous season, was greater than the mean of the five previous seasons, which was 
27,504,515 bush., averaging 12:12 bush. per acre. The crops of barley, 3,103,718 (3,251,885) bush. ; 
oats, 1,939,415 (2,157,938) bush.; peas (including beans, nil (1,374) bush.), 115,505 (64,847) bush. ; 
and hay, 716,749 (781,768) tons; were all good, and, with the exception of barley, greater than the means 
of the previous five years, which were as follows :—Barley, 3,324,704 (17-87) bush. ; oats, 1,820,535 (10-91) 
bush. ; peas, 74,760 bush.; hay, 705,432 tons. The pea crop was the greatest since 1912-13.

The heavy decrease in wheaten hay was partially offset by an increase of 27,309 tons in oaten hay. 
The rainfall over the wheat-growing areas in the State during the effective rainfall period (April to Novem. er) 
averaged only 11-89 in., less than the previous four seasons, and accounts for the decrease in yield.

Varieties of Wheat, Barley, and Oats Sown.—The Statistical Conference of 1924 having decided that it 
was desirable to ascertain the varieties of wheat, barley, and oats sown in the various States, arrange- 
ments were made for the information to be collected when the details of the 1924-25 crop were being 
obtained. For the first year of inquiry the returns received may be considered as satisfactory. 

Wheat.—There are so many varieties of wheat sown that the return has been limited to 13, covering 
the greatest acreages. The four leading varieties in order were :—Gluyas, 463,021 acres, 16-45 per cent. 
of the total area sown ; Federation, 408,096 acres, 14-50 per cent. ,; Currawa, 259,850 acres, 9-23 per cent. ; 
Late Gluyas, 212,190 acres, 7-54 per cent. The remainder of the 13 in order were :—Florence, Ford, Major, 
Queen Fan, Caliph, Daphne, Yandilla King, King’s Early, and King’s White. 

The leading two varieties in order of acreage in each of the Divisions of the State were :—Central— 
Gluyas, 85,745 acres ; Federation, 80,183 acres. Lower North—Federation, 153,565 acres ; Gluyas, 90,534: 
acres. Upper North—Federation, 83,224 acres; Currawa, 28,083 acres. South-East—Federation, 16,526 
acres; Major, 3,950 acres. Murray Mallee—Gluyas, 146,512 acres; and Late Gluyas, 68,024 acres. 
Western—Gluyas, 119,564 acres; Late Gluyas, 99,397 acres. 

More details are to be found in Section II. of Production. 

Barley.—In malting barley (2-row) the varieties were :—Prior, 124,019 acres ; Duckbill, 11,296 acres ; 
Chevalier, 7,294 acres. Cape Barley (6-row).—Shorthead, 6,676 acres; Rosew enhy Oregon, 4,513 acres. 
Other 6-row, 5,422 acres. Unspecified, 14,588 acres. Total sown, 173,608 acres. 

Oats —The returns were not very satisfactory. The varieties recorded were :—Algerian, 283,320 acres ; 
Calcutta Cape, 34,281 acres ; unspecified, 105,954 acres. Total sown, 423,555 acres.

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The production of wheat, barley, oats, and hay for the last 25 seasons is readily viewed by 
means of the respective curves in the graph appearing on this page. As necessarily associated with the 
production of these crops curves have also been plotted showing the mean rainfall over the agricultural 
areas for the eight seasonal months—April to November—and the quantities of artificial manures used. 

The increase in the aggregate wheat yield, with the eaception of two or three heavy drops during the 
drought, is seen by the graph to have been substantial during the last 15 years. The annual mean for 
the five seasons ended 1915-16 was 19,289,571 bush. ; for the next period ending 1920-21, 29,322,782 bush 
The average for the four seasons ending 1924-25 (29,702,968) bush. already exceeds the average of the 
previous five seasons.

HORTICULTURE, VITICULTURE, AND MARKET GARDENS. 


OrcHARDS, MARKET GARDENS, AND Root Crops. 


Acreage-—The area under fruit culture has been steadily increasing during the last five years. The 
latest returns show that 33,319 (33,473) acres are devoted to this purpose. Of this acreage the trees which 
have reached bearing age account for 26,775 (26,157) acres; and the trees which have not yet reached 
bearing age, 6,544 (7,316) acres. 


The localities suitable for fruit-growing are numerous and extensive, thus affording ample scope for 
profitable expansion. 


The distribution of the cultivated area is mainly in counties Adelaide, Hindmarsh, Light, Stanley, 
Victoria, Grey, Robe, Frome, and the counties bordering the River Murray, notably Hamley (where the 
Renmark Settlement is situated), and Albert. 


Production —The following statement shows the quantities of fresh fruits produced during the year 
1924-25 in comparison with the annual mean of the previous five seasons, also the quantities of dried 
fruits produced for the same periods.

MARKET GARDENS AND ROOT CROPS, 


Market Gardens.—The area so cultivated is chiefly located in the hills surrounding the city of 
Adelaide, the total area outside of county Adelaide being only about 5 percent. of the whole, The area 
for 1924-25 is given as 1,577 (1,448) acres, and the estimated value of the products raised was £124,861 
(£100,951), or £79 3s. 6d. (£69 14s. 4d.) per acre. These details exclude areas one acre and over 
specially utilised for growing pumpkins, melons, and tomatoes. For the season 1924-25 it was estimated 
that 227 (286) acres were under pumpkins and melons, and 496 (669) acres under tomatoes, the value of 
the production being estimated to be respectively £8,745 (£15,152) and £63,683 (£52,340). 


Root Crops.—Under this heading are classified all root crops covering one acre or more, the chief being 
potatoes and onions. The total acreage was 4,042 (6,084). 3,292 (5,239) acres of potatoes produced 
12,226 (21,327) tons, or 3-71 (4-07) tons per acre; and 328 (289) acres of onions produced 2,643 (2,314) 
tons, or 8-06 (8-01) tons per acre. In addition to these crops 646 (1,513) tons of mangolds, 976 (1,717) 
tons of turnips, 449 (543) tons of carrots, and 272 (277) tons other and unspecified were produced, The 
cultivated area is almost entixly limited to counties Adelaide and Hindmarsh in the Central Division, and 
county Grey in the South-Eastern Division; but the area of suitable land in the State will permit of 
considerable expansion in the growth of all root crops. The estimated value of production was £171,950 
(£206,254), or £42 10s, 10d. (£33 18s. 0d.) per acre. There were also 550 (471) tons of chicory produced in 
county Grey.

in suburban localities, most of which is privately consumed. It is not possible to arrive at any reliable 
estimate of the quantity and value of fruit thus grown, 


VINEYARDS, 

The climate of this State is eminently suitable for vine-growing. The vineyards are distributed chiefly 
throughout the Central Division, county Stanley in the Lower North Division, counties Albert, Alfred, 
and Hamley in the Murray Mallee Division, and in county Robe in the South-Eastern Division. The 
grapes are grown for the table, drying, and wine-making. 

Acreage —50,280 (49,303) acres were under cultivation ; of this area 43,361 (38,455) acres were planted 
with vines of bearing age. The acreage is divided as follows:—-For wine-making 29,533 (28,991) acres ; 
for drying, 19,894 (19,499) acres; for table purposes, 753 (813) acres, 

Grape Yield—The yield of grapes this season 105,424 (110,295) tons; or 2-43 (2-87) tons per 
acre, of bearing age. ‘This yield was approximately disposed of as follows :—62,495 (68,374) tons 
for wine-making; 41,773 (40,865) tons for drying; and 1,156 (1,056) tons for table purposes and 
export. As in the case of fruit trees, vines are grown to a very large extent in gardens of less than 
one acre attached to private residences, the produce being consumed privately. The tonnage thus grown 
must be fairly large; but as it is not possible to arrive at a reliable estimate of the quantity, it is 
excluded from the production shown. 

Currants —109,446 (131,000) cwts. were dried, being a decrease of 21,554 cwts. on the previous 
season, Lut 19,436 cwts. above the average of the previous five seasons. 

Raisins —Sultanas, 98,045 (82,838) cwts., an increase of 15,207 cwts. on the previous season. All 
other, 41,340 (42,168) cwts., decrease 828 cwts. The total, 139,385 (125,006) cwts., was 14,379 cwts. 
above the previous record in 1923-24, and 67,708 cwts. above the average of the preceding five seasons,

Wine Made—10,502,381 (10,756,538) gallons of wine have been made this season, being a decrease 
of 254,157 gallons, or 2-26 per cent., on the record vintage of the previous season, and 2,750,439 gallons 
above the average production (7,751,942 gallons) for each of the previous five seasons. Of the quantity 
made it is estimated that 5,651,704 (5,941,483) gallons will be distilled. A reference to the results of the 
last five vintages shows that approximately 56 per cent. of the total wine made has been used for 
distillation purposes. 

It was estimated that each ton of grapes produced 168 gallons of wine. 


PRODUCTION. 
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Wine Stocks —The stocks reported to be in hand at the close of the recent vintage show an increase of 
497,149 gallons, the total being 11,772,962 gallons against 11,275,813 gallons at the same period last year.

As mentioned in the opening paragraph of this report on the adoption of an earlier date in the year 


for the collection of these statistics, December 31st in lieu of June 30th has become necessary as the date 
for numbering the flocks and herds of the State. The change begins with the present report, hence the 
count is only six months later than the previous one with which it is compared. The decreases which appear 
are probably due to the comparison with a count at the end of the year with a count at the middle of the 


year. 


This certainly is the case as regards sheep, because June 30th (including as it does most of the 


winter lambing) is about the maximum period of the year, and December 3lst or thereabouts tends 


towards the minimum. 


The following is a summary of the flocks and herds, showing the distribution in the respective divisions 


of the State on the 3lst December, 1924 :—

Horses.—The total of 255,022 horses was distributed as follows :—-Under 1 year, 11,776; 1 year and 
under 4 years, colts and geldings, 17,346; and fillies, 14,917. Four years and over—Stallions, 1,233 ; 
mares, 102,459 ; geldings, 107,291. 


Sheep.—Of the 6,359,240 sheep there were—Under 1 year of age, 1,446,265; 1 year and over—rams, 
79,805 ; ewes, 3,179,314; and wethers, 1,653,856. 


Breeds of Sheep.—5,607,944 sheep, or 88 per cent. of the flocks, were returned as Pure Merino, and 
442,637, or 7 per cent., as Merino Comebacks; other pure breeds 54,156, or 1 per cent., and the balance 
of 254,503, or 4 per cent., were returned as Crossbreds. 


Sheep June 30th, 1925.—The sheep on December 31st, 1924, numbered 6,359,240. After allowing for 
slaughtering and mortality for the six months, and taking into account the winter lambing and net imports, 
it is estimated that the number of sheep at or about June 30th, 1925, approximated 7,000,000, an increase 
of 500,000 since June 30th, 1924. This number has only been exceeded on three occasions—1890, 1891, 
1892. 


The number of sheep, cattle, horses, and pigs for the years 1870, 1875, and each of the years from 1875 
to 1924, are shown in the following graphs, from which a ready view is possible of the annual fluctuations 
in the strength of the flocks and herds of the State.

Slaughiering of Stock.—The slaughtering of sheep and lambs for export during the last two seasons 
having been very small, and the high price of wool and sheep has resulted in a low total slaughtering of 
sheep and lambs compared with former years. Set off against this decrease there has been a substantial 
increase in cattle slaughtered, so probably the total home consumption of meat has remained the same.

WOOL PRODUCTION. 


For the season 1924-25, 6,324,158 (5,972,911) sheep and lambs were reported as shorn, yielding a elip 
of 52,246,369 (49,964,235) lbs., with an average fleece weight of 8-26 (8:37) lbs. Sheep averaged 9-86 
(9:58) Ibs. and lambs 2-64 (2-74) Ibs. 


The wool fellmongered and on skins was estimated to have been 983,450 (1,093,022) lbs. and 5,433,789 
(6,540,826) lbs. respectively, which, added to the wool-clip, gives a total greasy wool production of 58,663,608 
(57,598,083) Ibs., valued at £5,614,596 (£5,279,825). The value has been estimated on the basis of the 
average f.o.b. value for the seasonal greasy wool exported, which was 22-97 (22.00) pence per lb. 


A study of the last 15 years’ wool production is readily made from the following graphs. The annual 
fluctuations with the annual means for each period have been plotted for the number of sheep and 
lambs shorn, total weight of wool-clip in the grease, and the average weight of fleece, also the total wool 
production, which includes wool-clip and wool fellmongered and on skins, with the total annual value 
and the value per lb. greasy.

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The value of wool for the 1915-16—1919-20 period is shown above exclusive of the half profits 
(£2,441,209) of the British resale of wool paid to growers by the British Australian Wool Realization 
Association, Limited. If this be included, the average for the period would be £3,110,425, instead of 
£2,622,183, and the rate per pound 16-47d., instead of 13-70d. 


Bawra: Distrit-utron.—The British Australian Wool Realisation Association, Limited, was created 
on January 27th, 1921, to dispose of a surplus of 2,691,827 bales of Australian, New Zealand, and other 
wool, which war-time operations had caused to accumulate under the wool purchase scheme of the 
Imperial Government. The Australian clips from November, 1916, to June 30th, 1920, were purchased 
by the Imperial Government at a flat rate of 154d. per lb. One-half of the credit accumulated beyond 
this, resulting from profits on resale of wool by the Imperial Government was, by the purchase agreement, 
to be paid to the Australian growers. The South Australian share amounted to £2,441,209, which has 
been adjusted to the respective wool clips as follows :—1916-17, £293,202 ; 1917-18, £608,204 ; 1918-19, 
£759,948 ; 1919-20, £779,855, and should be added to the values for those years to ascertain the total 
production value. The effect of the addition of these amounts is shown in the graphs by a dotted curve 
above the values for those years.

Weights of Fleece——Comparing the quinquennium ended 1924-5 with the quinquennium ended 
1914-15 it is noted that whilst more sheep were shorn and the aggregate wool-clip was greater, the 
average per sheep and lamb shorn fell by 0-19 lbs. per fleece—7-90 Ibs. against 8-09 Ibs. As the varying 
number of lambs shorn considerably aftects the average weight of fleece when sheep and lambs are 
combined, similar means were calculated for sheep only—these gave averages for the three periods of 
9-18 lhs., 8-86 lbs., and 9-16 lbs.—thus showing that the annual mean of the last five clips is very slightly 
less than the annual mean of the five years ended 1914-15. The middle period, 1915-16 to 1919-20, shows 
the eflects of the drought of 1913-14 to 1915-16, when the flocks were rather heavily depleted. 


The fact that, when shorn, sheep may be carrying less or more than 12 months’ growth of wool should 
be remembered when making comparisons of annual weights. The annual means for periods of five 
seasons, therefore, probally provide a more reliable comparison. Seasonal conditions also considerably 
affect the growth of wool. 


Wool Values.—The value of wool increased considerably during the last 10 years. The production 
for the five years, 1920-21 to 1924-25, though slightly less in quantity than for the five years ended 1914-15, 
realised more than twice the value, the annual average being £4,164,531 (17-85d. per Ib.), against £1,918,693 
(840d. per lb.) for the earlier period. The values for the last two seasons were—1923-24, £5,279,825, 
(22d. per lb.) greasy ; 1924-25, £5,614,596 (22-97d. per Ib.) greasy. 


Combination Pastoral and Agricultural.—From a classification of the sheep flocks according to the 
area of the farm holdings, the growth of the practice of combining the pastoral with the agricultural pursuits 
can be studied. Comparing the figures of the last year of record (1924) with those of 15 years earlier (1909) 
it is noticed that on farms up to 500 acres in area, the number of flocks decreased from 2,872 to 2,504, and 
the sheep slightly increased (347,570 to 371,076), whilst both flocks and sheep increased considerably on 
farms from 501 to 1,000 acres (flocks 2,495 to 2,885, sheep 656,354 to 777,423) ; 1,001 to 5,000 acres (fiocks 
2,827 to 3,556, sheep 1,771,069 to 2,206,358) ; and 5,001 to 10,000 acres (flocks 299 to 332; sheep 572,983 
to 598,872). Decreases are considerable, both in the number of flocks and the sheep on holdings of 
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10,001 acres and upwards. These holdings would probably be mainly or wholly pastoral. On holdings of 
10,001 acres to 20,000 acres the flocks decreased from 178 to 162, and the sheep from 659,632 to 505,223 ; 
and on holdings 20,001 acres and upwards, flocks 266 to 238, and sheep 2,436,847 to 1,900,288. 

The foregoing comparisons appear to indicate in latter years a more extensive combination of sheep 
with general agriculture on holdings from 501 to 10,000 acres in area.

Sizes of Flocks.—During the last 15 years there has been a considerable change in the size of the sheep 
flocks. Comparing 1924 with 1909 it is noted that those up to 1,000 in strength have increased from 
8,020 to 8632 in number, and the sheep from 2,111,220 to 2,345,546, averaging 263 and 272°per flock. 
The flocks ranging from 1,001 to 5,000 in strength have increased in number from 741 to 899, and the 
sheep from 1,663,914 to 2,005,901. The changes in the flocks ranging from 5,001 to 20,000 are not very 
marked, but there has been a considerable drop in the very large flocks of 20,001 and over—falling in 
number from 37 to 19, and the sheep from 1,243,030 to 707,069.

DAIRYING. 


The dairying industry fairly maintained the previous season’s substantial headway. Al out 
December, 1924, the herds numiered 145,404. The number of cows, at the time of collection, in milk 
were 92,810; dry, 40,809 ; and heifers (springing), 11,785. In former years all heifers over one year of age 
were included in the total dairy cows. 


Butter and Cheese.—The production of butter was considerably below 1923-24, which was a record, 
but cheese establishes a new record, the quantities being butter 16,066,694 (17,244,389) Ibs. and cheese 
3,743,628 (3,679,552) Ibs. 

Of the total quantity of butter made 3,633,851 (3,932,691) lbs. were made on the farms, and 12,432,843 
(13,311,698) Ibs. in factories, 


Bacon and Ham—The production of bacon and ham was 5,374,457 (5,095,970) lbs., increase 
278,487 lbs. 

Butter, Bacon, and Cheese Factories —There are 11 (10) bacon and 62 (59) butter and cheese factories 
in the State, the latter being des:ribed as 43 (41) butter, 5 (9) butter and cheese, and 14 (9) cheese factories. 
These employ 053 (488) hands—498 (4/2) males and 55 (46) females. They possess machinery estimated 
to be worth £168,126 (£157,810). In these factories 24,326,875 (26,383,726) gallons of milk were used in 
making 12,432,843 (13,311,698) lbs. of butter and 3,578,408 (3,189,899) gallons for making 3,743,388 
(3,679,390) lbs. of cheese, In addition, bacon and hams were cured to the extent of 4,785,763 
(4,432,350) Ibs, 


Butter, Bacon, and Cheese Making on Farms.—The value of plant and machinery used on farms is 
estimated to be £224,834 (£227,757) ; 18,607 (18,334) separators are in use 9,442,664 (10,061,516) 
gallons of milk were used in making 3,633,851 (3,932,691) lbs. of butter, and 240 (160) gallons in 
making 240 (162) lbs. of cheese. In addition, bacon and hams were cured to the extent of 588,694 
(663,620) lbs. 


Value of Production and Exports—The esiimated value of all dairy products (butter, cheese, 
bacon, ham, pork, &c., and milk consumed as such) was £2,152,713 (£2,484,856), a decrease of £332,143. 
The oversea exports of butter were 2,518,286 (3,031,612) lbs. valued at £171,378 (£223,255), or 164d. 
(18d.) per lb. In addition 34,833 (258,647) lbs. of cheese, valued at £1,100 (£10,243) were exported to 
oversea countries. 


Prices.—The average yearly market prices for dairy produce were—Butter (factory), 1s. 53d.

Milking Machines.—The use of machines for milking is being widely extended. Advices received 
indicate 873 (224) being used, made up as follows—118 (66) milking 2 cows, 166 (73) milking 3 cows, 
67 (64) milking 4 cows, 7 (7) milking 5 cows, and 15 (14) milking 6 cows. 

Dairy Ca'tle Improvement Act, No. 1498 of 1921.—This Act provides for the licensing of all bulls and 
for utilising the money derived from such licensing in encouraging the dairy industry of the State. 

The Act came into force on July Ist, 1922, and applies to those portions of the State comprised 
within any hundred and to any further portion of the State to which it may be extended by proclamation. 

Every bull over six months old on July Ist in any year is to be licensed at an annual fee of 10s. For 
bulls not over six months on July 1st of any year, but over such age on January Ist in the next year, the 
fee is fixed at 5s. The penalty for not licensing is not to exceed £20. 

From July Ist, 1924, to June 30th, 1925, 4668 (5,051) bulls were registered. Total fees received— 
£2,302 (£2,503). The amount at credit of the fund at June 30th, 1925, was £4,392. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Bee-farming.—The keeping of bees is generally carried on in conjunction with other pursuits. With a 
suitable climate and natural flora it is surprising that the industry ‘does not rapidly increase. Informa- 
tion respecting this pursuit was first obtained for the year 1890, when it was found that 1,115,779 lbs. of 
honey were gathered. The production for the last five years has been as follows:—1920-21, 1,821,811 lbs.; 
1921-22, 791,324 lbs. ; 1922-23, 1,863,026 lbs. ; 1923-24, 721,640 Ibs. ; 1924-25, 2,764,389 lbs. 

The returns for the year 1924-25 show 32,725 (13,492) productive hives and 5,317 (9,010) unpro- 
ductive—a total of 38,042 in comparison with 22,502 of the previous year; 2,764,389 (721,640) lbs. of 
honey ; and 27,837 (11,216) lbs. of beeswax were gathered. 


Poultry.—It is estimated that the poultry and egg production of the State for the year was worth 
£1,148,322 (£1,088,105). The returns show that there are 1,574,692 (1,510,645) fowls, 46,078 (42,579) 
ducks, 15,410 (14,416) geese, and 38,385 (35,189) turkeys in the State. 


Ensilage—There are 62 (74) pit and stack silos on farms, and the quantity of ensilage made was 
2,067 (2,838) tons, valued at £1,920 (£2,871). 

Watile Bark.—South Australian wattle bark holds a high place in the market for tanning purposes. 
The quantity of bark stripped was 4,849 tons, compared with 7,081 tons of the previous year. 
The production during each of the last five years was as follows :-—1920-21, 6,595 tons; 1921-22, 
6,278 tons; 1922-23, 5,645 tons; and 1923-24, 7,081 tons ; 1924-25, 4,849 tons. 


Eucalyptus O.l.—South Australian eucalyptus oil is noted for its medicinal qualities, the crude 
quantities distilled and estimated value of same for the last five seasons being :—1920-21, 6,596 
gallons, £4,562 ; 1921-22, 9,085 gallons, £5,224 ; 1922-23, 1,960 gallons, £1,127; 1923-24, 4,426 gallons, 
£3,098; and 1924-25, 7,874 gallons, £5,512. The low yield of 1922-23 was due to weather, it being 
too wet to cut leaves. The oil is distilled in Kangaroo Island mostly. 

Yacea Gum.—In pre-war years large quantities of yacca gum were exported to Europe from 
Kangaroo [sland the exports in 1909 and 1910 being 1,182 tons and 1,637 tons respectively. This 
industry has been revived, and last year 550 (377) tons were gathered.

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MANUFACTORIES AND WORKS. 


A general review in the aggregate of the secondary industries of the State indicates considerable 
advance during the last five years, and a very satisfactory advance over the previous year 1923-24. 
Individually a number of industries either reported decreased activity or very slight progress over 1923-24. 
Among such are noted tanneries, bark mills, boots and shoes, clothing generally, tiles, and brushware. 
On the other hand, good progress over 1923-24 is noted in many industries such as smelting, foods and 
drinks, furniture and upholstery, drugs and fertilisers, railways and tramways, soap and candles, bricks, 
glass bottles, printing, electric light and power. 

For further particulars as to individual industries, see remarks under value of output. 

The following summary shows the State grand total for the last two years, with both one and five

As regards the sexes employed, it will be observed that in the metropolitan area females represent 
21 per cent. of the total, and males 79 per cent., whereas in the country the percentages were females 7 per 


cent., males 93 per cent. 
Figures in parentheses in the following remarks will be those of the previous year unless otherwise 


stated :-— 

Size of Factories —From the classification of the employees, according to the size of the works, it is 
found that 28,732 hands, or 74-92 per cent. of the total were located in 372 establishments employing 21 
hands and upwards; 8,358 hands or 21-79 per cent. of the total were employed in 902 establishments 
employing from 5 to 20 hands, and the balance, 1,263 hands or 3-29 per cent. of the total in 437 establish- 
ments employing four hands and under four hands if with machinery. For the period 1919-20 to 1924-25 
the ratio of establishments employing four hands and under four hands if with machinery increased from 
22-23 per cent. to 25-54 per cent. of the total factories; those employing five to 20 hands decreased from 
55-11 per cent. to 52-72 per cent., and those employing 21 hands and upwards decreased from 22-66 per 


cent. to 21-74 per cent, 
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HorsePoWER OF MACHINERY. 

The gross horsepower used during the year was reported to be 129,192 (103,905), an increase of 25,287 
horsepower. The increase is the result of heavy additions to the electric light and power works. The 
chief kinds were—Steam, 87,940 (68,105) horsepower, increase of 19,835; electric, 28,818 (22,626) horse- 
power, increase 6,192. Electricity not being a primary power but rather a product it is best to exclude 
such from any comparative totals of power used. Adopting this method, the power actually used in 
operating machinery and plant, exclusive of electric power, was 100,374 (81,279) horsepower, giving an 
increase for the year of 19,095 horsepower. The power actually available (excluding electric for the reasons 
stated) was 117,853 (98,252) horsepower. The power actually used represented 85-17 (82-72) per cent. 
of that which was available.

ESTABLISHMENTS AND Hanps EMPLOYED, 


The establishments numbered 1,711 (1,698). The net increase of 13 is the result of 134 new works 
less those which closed down or had decreased below the standard classification as a factory, and the hands 
employed, including 1,407 (1,524) working proprietors, numbered 38,353 (387,275), an increase of 1,078. 
Classified in sexes the hands employed compare as follows :—Males, 31,238 (30,261), increase 977: females, 
7,115 (7,014), increase 101. 

Increases in the number of hands are noted in the following industries :—Bricks and tiles, 28 ; pottery 
and earthenware, 34; joinery, 34; ironworks and foundries, 95; ship and boat building, |&c., 286 ; 
upholstery and furniture, 59; electric light and power works, 73; gas, 101. A few industries record 
decreases in hands employed, the more important heing chaff mills, 68; boots and shoes (manufacture), 
70; slop clothing, 62; dressmaking and millinery, 106.

Materials Used or Operated Upon.—The collection for 1924-25 of this item was made in greater detail 
than in former years, and it is more than possible that it is not fully comparable with previous years. 
Hitherto the value was collected in one item, “‘ Materials used and operated upon.’ This was supposed ° 
to include the value of all non-returnable containers, water used, and tools replaced, &c., but whilst it is 
known that non-returnable containers and water used were probably included, it is doubtful about tools 
replaced, &c. The total for 1924-25 is made up as follows :—Water used, £37,262; tools, &c., replaced, 
£368,541 ; non-returnable containers, £591,649 ; all other material used or operated upon, £18,549,702 ; 
total, £19,447,154 (£17,463,156), increase £1,983,998. This line of expenditure is £6,476,197 greater than 
five years ago.

Fuel, &c., Used.—£1,117,640 (£1,008,557), increase £109,083. The following quantities were reported 
as used in the works :—Coal, 316,446 (319,843) tons ; wood, 93,881 (74,249) tons; coke, 93,492 (73,228) 
tons. 


Salaries and Wages.—At a conference of Australian Statisticians held in 1924, it was agreed that where 
proprietors worked in the industry, thus occupying positions as workers, which, if they did not occupy 
themselves, they would need to employ and pay others, that the salaries and wages of employees only 
hitherto collected failed to represent fully the actual expenditure on account of labor for the work actually 
produced. It was decided, therefore, that-each State, in future collections beginning with 1924-25, should 
ask the proprietors, who classed themselves as working in the industry, to show value as salary for such 
services equivalent to what would have to be paid if an employee were engaged in the same work. 


For the year 1924-25 there were 1,407 working proprietors, and salaries and wages on account of these 
wore returned at £386,775, an average of £275. It should be remembered that in very many cases pro- 
prietors do not put their full time in the works section of their business. 


The salaries and wages paid to all employees, excluding working proprietors, was £7,150,658 
(£6,727,398), an increase of £423,260. This represents an average per employee cf £198 10s. 10d. 
(£188 3s. 6d.). Males received £6,504,470 (£6,115,958), averaging £217 14s. 1d. (£212 9s. 8d.), and females 
£646,188 (£611,440), averaging £91 8s. 6d. (£87 15s.). 


Ignoring in the comparison the amount on account of working proprietors already referred to, which 
is only available for one year, it is noted that salaries and wages paid to employees have increased during 
the five years by £3,162,596, equal to an increase of £55 5s. 5d. for males and £27 4s. 6d. for females, and 
for males and females combined of £51 18s. 4d.

Comparison of Wages earned with the Pre-War Year, 1914.—The average amount annually received 
by each worker has largely increased since 1914; in that year the amount received by the workers was 
£2,946,296, averaging for all persons £115 6s. 1d., males being £131 4s. 2d., and females £44 18s, 11d. 
For the latest year 1924-25, the total amount was £7,150,658, averaging for all persons £193 10s. 10d., 
an increase of 67°85 per cent.; males being £217 lis. 1d.. increase £86 9s. 11d., or 66-00 per 
cent.; and females £91 8s. 6d., increase £46 9s. 7d., or 103°41 per cent.

TotaL VALUE oF OuTPUT. 

The value of the year’s production has been returned at £32,143,993 (£29,650,995), an increase of 
£2,492,998. The output has increased in the five years by £11,689,454. The increase for the year is 
fairly general over many of the 19 classes of industry, but is greatest in Class V., metal works, £9,869,486 
(£8,919,965), which includes the smelting works: Class VI., foods and drinks, £7,734,066 (£7,116,910) ; 
Class XI., vehicles, &c., £2,780,246 (£2,401,627) ; Class XIV., drugs, chemicals, &c., £1,045,106 (£865,547) ; 
and Class XVII., heat, light, and energy, £1,357,405 (£1,196,499).

Propuction VALUE. 

The value of production in any industry is defined statistically as the sum available annually for 
distribution among those concerned in the industry, i.e., workers of all grades in the industry, proprietors 
(including landlords) of all instruments of production concerned, and the providers of capital, including 
debenture holders and mortgagees. This represents the value added to material as a result of treatment, 
and is estimated for the year at £11,579,199 (£11,179,282), an increase of £399,917. This is equal to 
£21 10s. (£21 6s. 1d.) per inhabitant.

The margin between the total expenditure on material, fuel, light, &c., used, salaries and wages paid 
(excluding working Proprietors) and the sejling value of the output accrues to the manufacturer to cover 
al! overhead charges and profits. For every £100 of output this margin was £13 !5s. 7d. (£15 Os. 4d.) a 
decrease of £1 4s. 9d. It is probable that at least £1 of this decrease is due to the inclusion in cost of 
materials for the first time of the value of water used and tools, &c., replaced, £305,803, which in previous 
years would have teen provided for by the margin for profit and miscellaneous expenses. The
